saries of the first atomic bomb 
explosion and Japan's capitula- 
tion had not occurred this month, 
it is likely that another August 
anniversary 
would have 
passed 


unnoticed."Few perhaps even re- 
member now thai six years before 
V-J Day. on Aug. 14, 1941, 
the 


statement which came to 
be 


known as the Atlantic 
Charter 


was made public. 


Things were going badly for 


the Allies when President Roos- 
evelt and Prime Minister Church- 
ill inet "somewhere on the Atlan- 
tic." Only the British Empire and 
the Soviet Union newly attacked 
were opposing the Nazi armies. 
The outlook was not only dis- 
couraging but desperate. 


Yet, in retrospect, the decisions 


facing the heads of the two gov- 
ernmeats, 
seem 
comparatively' 


simple. The only problem was the 
Nazis' defeat. If this could not 
be accomplished, they knew what 
to expect. If it could—and the 
Charter speaks bravely of a time 
"after the final destruction of the 
Nazi tyranny"—the shape of a 
better world was clearly visible.. 


The two countries, the chiefs oi 


state agreed, "respect the right 
of all peoples to choose the form 
of government under which they 
will live: and they wish to s£e 
sovereign rights and self-govern- 
ment restored to those who have 
been forcibly deprived of them. 


"They will endeavor," the Char- 


ter continued, "with due respect 
for their existing obligations to i 
further the enjoyment by all states , 
great or small, victor or vanquish- j 
ed, of access, on equal terms, to j 
the trade and to the raw mater-' 
ials of the world which are need- 
ed for their economic recovery. 


"They desire to bring about the 


fullest collaboration between all 
nations in the economic field witn 
the object of securing, for all. im- 
proved labor standards, economic 
adjustment and social security". 


That was to be the new and 


better world, with "a wider and 
permanent system of general se-1 
curity" which 
would 
iiit the' 


"crushing burden of armaments" 
from peace-loving peoples. 


It may also have been forgot- 


ten that Russia was ar.iong the 
26 nations at war with the Axis 
which, on Jan. 2. 1942, signed the 
Declaration of the 
United Na- 


tions,

The cynicism of Russia's 
de- j 


clared support of those purposes 
and principles is too evident 
to 


require comment. But it might be 
recalled that the principles of the 
Atlantic Charter were formulated 
to restore and increase certain ac- 
cepted rights which Hitler's tyr- 
anny had removed. 


Now those rights 
are again 


being systematically removed by

— If any naive soul still has any 
ideas that the United States su- 
gar industry is run on a free en- 
terprise basis, study the Sugar- 
Act of 1948, just signed by the 
President. 


The chances of a veto were con- 


sidered slim because this might 
throw the world sugar markets 
into complete chaos. Also, the act 
was cleared by the White House. 
State, Agriculture and Interior 
Departments before it was sent 
to Congress. And it is believed to 
have had the blessing of Dr. Ka- 
mon Grau, President of Cuba ana 
his sugar-conscious 
administra- 


tion. 


Everyone .of importance in 
the 


sugar business admits that 
this 


new act puts the industry under 
tighter controls than under the 
New Deal. That such complete con- 
trol was approved by a Republi- 
can majority Congress — suppos- 
ed to be dedicated to free enter- 
prise and the removal of all gov- 
ernment controls — may at first 
seem surprising. 


Congress had nothing to do witn 


it. The bill was written by the su- 
gar industry boys themselves, with 
a few amendments stuck in by 
State and 
Agriculture 
depart- 


ments. 


The new law takes the place or 


the New Deal's Sugar Act of 1937 
That was due to expire next Dec 
31, anyway, after a one-year ex- 
tension. Congress at first wanted 
to extend it for another year. But 
the Cubans objected, because they 
wanted a larger,percentage of the 
U. S. market. 
Anderson Decides For Ne\v Acl 


Around May'.l, Secretary of Ag- 


riculture Clinton Anderson decid- 
ed there should be a new act. 
with a new approach to the prob- 
lem and a bigger quota for Cuba. 


The problem 
seems to have 


.been first put up to the U. S. Best 
Sugar Association. Meeting in the 
office, of their Washington Secre- 
tary, Robert H. Shields, the beet 
boys 
finally agreed that what 


they would like was a guaranteed 
production and consumption of 1.- 
300,000 tons a. year for the next 
five years. 


U. S. cane sugar producers — 


largely from Florida and Louis- 
iana—then decided that they would 
like a quota of 500.000 tons. Cal- 
ifornia-Hawaiian interests agreed 
on a total of 916,000 tons. The 
Philippines were already 
taken 


care of by previous 
legislation 


| ivliicii gave them a 952,000 ton 
quota. 


When it was all fixed up pretty, 


they went back to Anderson. He 


i vetoed it because it hadn't given 


• any more to Cuba. Ten days more 
of industry meetings finally de- 
veloped the idea of giving Cuba 
another 50,000 tons plus what is 
known as the "Philippine deficit". 
This is th* sugar which the Fili- 
pinos can't deliver because of war 
damages. 


Anderson accepted this propo- 


sal. He suggested a few minor 
changes in the bill, then called in 
the Cubans to tell them what the 
deal was. The Cubans promptly 
hit the roof. But U. S. sugar in- 
terests operating in Cuba and U. 
S. refiners helped bring the Cu- 
bans into line. 


State Department Changes 


. Next came a long session be- 
tween the sugar men and State 
Department 
experts, the latter 


finally agreeing to. approve the 
bill, if three changes were made: 


1. a guarantee that Cuba's quota 


would not be lower than it had 
been; 2, that 95 per cent of the 
Philippine deficit should be sup- 
plied by Cuba, other foreign pro- 
ducers getting, the remainder; and, 
3, a brand-new paragraph, 
the 


controversial subsection "202 e", 


1 which provided that whenever any 


i country was not giving fair, treat- 
ment-to U. S. citizens, its sugar 
quota could be cut. 


This last section was .intended 


to cover some $9 million worth of 
claims owed to U. S. ciiizens by 
the Cubans. Cuban courts 
have 


awarded the damages. But 
the 


Cubans just haven't paid. U. S. 
sugar producers had no interest 
in this section. But they decided 
if the State Department wanted 
it, okay. 


Anderson next cleared the bill 


with Interior Secretary 
J. 
A. 


Krug, who had territorial and re- 
clamation interests to look af- 
ter. The final step v/as clearance 
by Bureau of the Budget and the 
full cabinet. When everybody had 
given it the nod, the bill was ready 
for Congress and it was sent up 
for introduction early in July.

tins should not be permitted to 
freeze, 
the containers will 
not 


break if they should be exposed 
to fireless winter weekends

turned out 15 years ago by a re- 
porter who was free to use every 
letter in the alphabet and every 
word in the American language 
but one. Yet that forbidden five- 
letter word was the key to his 
front-page story. 


The reporter was Paul Fisher, 


now an executive for United Air- 
craft corporation, Fisher, whose 
typewriter helped send "Boss Tom" 
Pendergast to prison, then was a 
top newsman on the Kansas City 
Star, the springboard to literary 
fame for many newspapermen, in- 
cluding Ernest 
Hemingway. 


Cover Snake-Pit Melee 


Here's what happened: 
It was a dull Sunday in August, 


and many of the Star's staff were 
busy covering sermons. 
Just as 


it got "deep dusk" — as we sav in 
Missouri — the police headquarters 
man phoned m: 


"The Boardwalk out at the - 


amusement park just collapsed. 
Musta been a hundred standing 
on it, and they fell about 20 feet 
into a snakepit." 


Charlie Blood; a fabulous night 


city editor for more than 30 years. 
sent Fisher, two other reporters 
and two photographers 
to 
the 


scene. 


"We found hundreds of people 


milling around, 
some screaming 


and sobbing in hysteria," Fisher

Longan, then president of the pa- 
per. 
A 
great 
newspaperman, 


Longan felt most people shared 
his own intense aversion to snakes 
and- didn't want them dished up" 
in their morning newspaper. 


"I had been thinking of that 


problem from the moment I got 
the assignment," Fisher said. "But 
there was no time to go to a dic- 
tionary or a thesaurun. So I sat 
down and wrote the story." 


And in 50 minutes he batted out 


1,500 
words of copy, and neveif 


used the word snake once. 


How did he do it? 
"Well, 
even 
today," 
Paul 


laughed "I don't think of a snake 
as just a snake. To me they are 
still 
'Madame 
Zulu's 
charges,' 


'slithering monstrosities', or 'ani- 
mals of the lower vertebrate or- 
der'."
